day night's roundup of members of 
the communist 
and 
communist- 
labor parties. 
A definite program 
to expand the two labor disturb­ 
ances for the purpose of blotting 
out organized government was dis­ 
closed in evidence gathered in 
a 
half score of cities. 
This data, 
officials said, tended to prove that 
the nation wide raids had nipped 
the most menacing revolutionary 
plot yet unearthed. 
Officials indicated 
that 
both 
groups o fradicals were only wait­ 
ing an opportune moment to carry 
on among other classes of workers 
the same sort of agitation employ­ 
ed amepg steel workers and coal 
miners. 
Among the foreign ele­ 
ment of the communist and com­ 
munist-labor p a rty ’information de­ 
scribed as conclusive revealed that 
pay-rolls had been loaded 
with 
agitators to be sent suddenly 
to 
every fertile field in support of a 
general strike campaign. 
During th last two weeks of 
the coal strike communist agita­ 
tors were discovered to have pene­ 
trated practically every 
mining 
center east of the Mississippi river. 
Evidence showed that in several 
instances where miners had voted 
to return to work the communists 
had spread their propaganda 
to 
such an extent that few*, if any, 
miners actually got back to their 
Jobs. 
Attempts to incite the mine work­ 
ers to violence were the most bold 
in West Virginia, officials said, ser­ 
ious trouble being narrowly avert­ 
ed there. 
But all soft coal regions were 
infested and much of the 
data 
leading up to Friday’s nation-wide 
raid was gathered by secret agents 
circulating among the mine work­ 
ers and coming in contact with the 
agitators themselves, it was 
de­ 
clared. Proof also was said to have 
been obtained that in the case of 
agitators who went among the steel 
and mine workers, funds for bail 
were made available in every sec­ 
tion frequented by the “red” agi­ 
tators. 
Their plan for organiza­ 
tion of the workers in support of 
the communist cause were pictur­ 
ed as more complete than even a 
political campaign. It was evident, 
officials declared, that the move­ 
ment was ripe and that settlement 
of the coal strike was a keen dis­ 
appointment to the radical leaders. 
Significant among other features of 
the communist-labor 
party 
doc­ 
trine was announcement of the fol­ 
lowing principles: 
“The most im­ 
portant means of capturing state 
power for the workers is the ac­ 
tion of the masses, 
proceeding 
from the places where the workers 
-are gathered together—in the shops 
and factories. The use of the poli­ 
tical machinery of the capitalist 
state is only secondary. The work­ 
ing class must organize and train 
itself for the capture 
of

power.”

sages from stations they could not 
locate, although they believe many 


of them wrere from the stations in 
Kansas City. With a few more im­ 
provements on their sets the boys 
expect to communicate with these 
stations by sending to them. 
Both Truitt and McDaniels have 
passed their examinations for gov­ 
ernmental license and are expect­ 
ing their papers most any day.
